Pacific Ballroad. 


ALBCQUBHQUE, N. M., May 9.-Owing to 


a telegraphic embargo particulars ol a 
serious accident Wednesday on tho At- 
lantic & Pacific road, forty miles east ol 
Dagfjett's Station, have just reached here. 
An ea»tr bound passenger train, three 
hours behind time, rushing. across tne 
desert at the rate of forty miles an hour, 
ran into an arroya, the bridge over which 
had been burned.

the Dauntless and the Coronet is the 
latest event that is exciting the nautical 
world. It is nothing less than a race be- 
tween two clipper ship* from this port 
around Cape Horn to Ban Francisco. 
These vessels are the halt clipper ship 
Beratnole of Button's California Dispatch 
line now lying at pier No. 19, East River, 
and the clipper Charmer of the New York 
and California line, now lying at pier No. 
14 at the foot of Wall street. Several 
thousand 
dollars have already been 


wagered on the race and many more will 
be up when the fact that there is to be a 
race is generally known. Both vessels 
have fast records. 
On South street the 


Seminoie is generally regarded as the 
fastest ship now in the California service 
and next to the fastest that ever doubled 
Cape Horn, the Davy Crockett, which 
reached the Golden Gate in eighty-four 
days after leaving New York, having 
the top record. 
The 
Seminoie 
also 


has 
the 
record 
of 
having 
beaten 


the Charmer thirty days in a former trip 
to Ban Francisco, making that trip in 
ninety-four days. The present race has 
one original feature. 
The former master 


of the Sominole, Captain Holmes, when 
she beat the Charmer, will command the 
latter, while his former mate, Captain 
Hatch, will sail the Heminole. The vessels 
will leave this port on Tuesday 
Their 


crows have not yet been shipped, and as 
the owners and captains are anxious to 
have picltod men, they will not all be se- 
lected before Monday. 


The affair has te,in leapt very quiet, and 


very fow hangers-on of South street have 
hoard of it.

Charmer's cargo, which consists of rail- 
road iron and merchandise, was neatly 
all shipped whcii :i reporter went aboard 
of her to-day.

An old seaman, with a Yankee twang 


to his voice, told the reporter that from a 
sailor's standpoint she is a perfect model 
of what a ship should be. "The Charmer 
is a mighty slick boat," he said, "but I 
reckon ese how she hain't got no businnss 
to race with the Seminoie. Old Bill Mal- 
lory built the Seminoie up in Mystic, 
Conn., raore'n twenty years ago, and 
there wan't no flies on Mallory ese a ship 
builder. It was him built the Davy Crock- 
ett, an' she was the fastest clipper afloat." 


This seemed about the general opinion 


along South street. The ships will carry 
about fifteen men before the mast, and 
twenty-live in all. The captains are both 
old seamen. Captain Holmes, who will 
sail the Charmer, was for years captain 
of the Seminoie. This i? his last trip, as 
he will settle down in California upon 
reaching there, and he would naturally 
liue to top off his career by winning the 
race. Captain Hatch was formerly Ut-st 
mate of the 
Seminoie, 
but 
latterly 


he has occupied the same position on the 
jteamshlp Colorado, of the Mallory line. 
This being his first trip as captain, he, 
too, would like to win. Tlie liveliest kind 
of a race may, therefore, be looked for, 
and as it is more than eight thousand 
m.les, I'ood seamanship may have almost 
.is much to do with the result us the 
qualities of the ships. The ship that flrsi 
Biiters the Goldon Gate will win a pile of 
money for some one.

INDIANS IN FLORIDA, 


A CORRESPONDENT VISITS SOME OF 


THE GOVERNMENT WARDS, 


And lUmiirk* Upon th« Subject «' How 


Undo Sam C»r«s for the Welfare of 
Some Noted Warriors—Old Fort* Mmde 
New In Ose.

FINSACOLA, Fla., May 7.

Tbe government In feeding the Indians, 


thus randerliiK them even more worthless and 
useless than In their Indigenous condition, 
while the negro la making an attempt to feed 
himself. theru i> »o n««l of any solicitude 
for John Chinaman's welfare; he knows 
pretty well how to look out for number one, 
oxuuut when the "Melican man be too 
u-anmioo llenhee." The Chinese question is 
one not to be sneewd at. 
Poor Lo, over whom a good deal of poetry 


ami sentiment has been wasted, to increasing 
in numbers. It Is the opinion of those who 
have studied the question that there aro more 
Indians now tban when the country was flrst 
ulncovorod by the whites. 
Tbo oarly ex- 


plorers found Indian villaijee scattered along 
thu Hoaiidu and water courses,and It wa»easy 
lo tmuijlno that the interior was thus popu- 
lated which, however, was not true. Under 
the present fostering care of the government 
now names nro dully added to tbe lists at the 
HKUiicles; every new pappooso brings more 
supplies to thu t«pue. 
When well fed the 


Indians arc usually tractable, but shorten 
their allowances and let the clever frontiers- 
men shoot a few of them for fun, then savage 
retaliation follows. 


In Arizona there are no loss than 15,000 


Apachos, 
They have boon changed from 


warriors Into dependent* upon the bounty of 
tbo government. Their tepees are scattered 
over the reservations, with occasional changes 
to save housecloanlng. The stalwart, muscu- 
lar men have nothing to do but to kill time, 
and only vary tbe monotony by killing each 
other or some lonely white family. They 
have no worry now hunting up provender, 
since tbo government bus taken a contract to 
feed thorn to keep them quiet. 
We happened 


to bo at Pine Ridge agency, iu Dakota, on 
beef issuing day, and saw scores of fat steers 
turned loose to the Sioux, and thousands of 
pounds of flour, sugar and other supplies dis- 
tributed to an eagor and hungry mob of sav- 


ence-could soon knock It to piece*, Itinrvea 
Welltopreient purpose as tbe wc«ptacle of 
marauding outlaws and murderers. 
The 


Apaches are among the most warlike and ca- 
pable of American Indiana. HatchMendhb 
companions are not an brutal and debased 
looking as one would expect after learning of 
their diabolical wickedness and blood curd- 
ling cruelty. It Is difficult to regard the 
wretches as criminals worthy of death. All 
are wiry and muscular, with low and later- 
ally compressed forehead, small, keen, jet 
bluek eyes, hair dark, coarse, straight and 
abundant, and with some fantastically bound 
in knots or with handkerchiefs tied around 
their heads; faces smooth and broad, with 
high cheek bones, small chins and strong 
Jaws, heads and feet small and bodies thin. 


Natchez is the tallest of tbe lot, and when 


"ragged out" for display wears a captain's 
uniform. He ls about 80 years old and « fine 
looking specimen of Indian manhood. Oe- 
ronimo wore a straw hat and a mixed apparel 
of soldier duds. His favorite garb out in bis 
"ain countree" was a shirt and pair of boots. 
It may have been Imagination, but there 
seemed to be a cruel glitter in his eyes, the 
lines of his mouth hard and pitiless, his face a 
perfect picture of stolid indifference and im- 
passiveneiB. When we offered him a card 
and pencil and Indicated that we wanted him 
to make "bin mark," be stood and stared at

us like a statue', and it was only after tbe in- 
terpreter Informed him that we would pay 
him that be consented to do so. Natchez wrote 
his name In a neat haad, without hesitation, 
as also Ahnandia, one of the common bucks. 
Both have learned to write since coming 
here under the tuition of Mr. George Wrat- 
ton, the interpreter, who spent many years 
with them in Arizona, and I* perfectly con- 
versant with their language and habits. He 
gets »100 a month from the government for 
staying here. Mnngus made his mark, smil- 
ing tbe while with 
grim satisfaction. 
The f ac similes 
herewith shown are 
substantially the 
same that a dozen 
persons carried 
away. Mangus was 
originally one of 
the most Intracta-

Happy thought, they were taken to Flnrida 
fur their health, A Job lot of bad ones, 
seventeen In number, was picked out, aud 
sent to Kurt Pickens, at Pensacola, while the 
rust of the band, 447 in all, bucks, squaws 
and children, was taken to Fort Marion, at 
Ht.

The Indians lodge in casements under the 


walls of the fort during cold weather, In tents 
in warm weather. 
In each of the two rooms 


bright wood fires blazed on the hearth when 
we entered. Most of thecrowd was lounging 
on beds rigged up with mosquito bars. 
Shades of J. Pennimore Cooper and all the 
dime novelists! Indians smoking cigarettes 
and deeping in beds under mosquito bars I 
How soon these guileless children of the plains 
fall Into the degenerated ways of the whites. 
Natchez was seated »t a table engaged in 
drawing a picture of ahorse in gay colors, 
ami eager for a sale, offered it unfinished for 
„ half dollar, with no buyers. With all of 
tholr savage propenaitlei they have an itch- 
ing palm for silver. 


Oeronimo was pacing around out of doors, 


anil no visitor escaped a shake of his diplo- 
matic hand. He Is about 50 years of age, and 
has two wives at Fort Marion. Mr. Wratton 
writes a good many letters for the chiefs to 
their wives, and the hope of again seeing 
thorn is a strong incentive to docility and 
obedience. These missives aro full of tender- 
ness and love. They dictate tbe language 
and Mr. Wratton translates it Into English. 
In one letter Geronlmo said- "I am well satis- 
fied here, but would be more so if I had you 
with me. I work every day except Sunday. 
It is healthy to work. My work Is not hard. 
It seems to me that the Great Spirit and 
Bod are very closely united. As suro as the 
trees bud In the spring, so sure is my hope of 
seeing you. Talking by paper is good, but to 
seo your lips move and hear your voice is 
better. The sun rises and seta here Just the 
same as in our own country, but the water
